for Improvement. 


AUCTION BLOCK IS NEXT? 


Company Would Bring Bondhold- 
ers to Time by Ordering 
Foreclosure Mortgage 
Sale. 


: The Union Traction company’ has been 
granted a reprieve. It must stay in jail,” 
but the death warrant will not be read for 
140 days. If at the end of that time it does 
not keep its promises then it passes away 
and the Chicago City company takee its 
place. 
Such was the net result of the action of 
the city council yesterday. That body ex- 
tended the time in which the Chicago Rail- 
ways company can accept its ordinance un- 
til Feb. 1. 

It imposed drastic conditions, especially, 
providing that in the interim all the rev- 
enues of the traction company outside of 
actual operating expenses shall be devoted 
to improving the property so that better 
Service can result. 


“Big Stick” for Bondholders. 

But if the conditions imposed on the com- 
pany are drastic the plan of the company to 
bring the bondholders to a realizing sense 
of the situation is more so. It is now proposed 
that there shall be ordered a judicial sale 
under a foreclosure of mortgage within thirty 
days. The property will be directed to be 
offered for sale to the highest bidder, and the 
only alternative for the bondholder will be 
to agree to the Grosscup plan of reorganiza-

Under the agreement made between the 
city and the company yesterday there is to 
be no interest paid on bonds when the interest 
day comes around the first of the year. 

The money which ordinarily would go for 
interest is to be put into the property. It 
was stated at the council meeting the fact 
that the interest payments had been de- 
faulted on would be the best way of notifying 
the individual bondholders there was some- 
thing doing and they had better give con- 
sent to the plan of reorganization under 
which the Chicago Railways company can 
accept the ordinance. : 


May Find Way to Auction Block. 

Bot ttre plan worked out by officials of the 
traction company goes a great deal further 
than this. Under the mortgages a default 
on a judgment of any kind works a default 
of the mortgage. If such a default is made 
then the only thing the court in charge of 
the property can do is to order a foreclosure 
sale, with the syhsequent sending of all the 
properties to the auction block. 

It wae stated’ positively last evening by a 
man who is in the best position to know that 
withir a week there would be a default ona 
judgment. Then Judge Grosscup will be ap- 
pealed to to order the sale of the properties. 
Under the law, and especially under the re- 
cent decision of the Court of Appeals, there 
is nothing else for him to do but assent. At 
such a sale the only possible bidder will be 
the Chicago Railways and the Chicago City 
ralway companies. 


Would Leave but One Bidder. 
“If the Chicago Railways company is not in 
possession of the property at the time of the 
gale, so that it can accept the ordinance, it 
cannot make a bid, and only the south side 
company would be left. The price would be 
what it is willing to pay. But if the bond- 
holders will come in and consent to the plan 
of reorganization then the Railways com- 
pany could outbid the Chicago City and the 
bondholders would have what is offered them 
under the Grosecup plan. Their bonds would 
be made second mortgage, but they would 
still keep on drawing interest on them, 


Pledge for Improvement. 

The extension of time granted by the coun. 
oll was under the distinct pledge that all the 
net receipts of the Union Traction company 
mould be used to improve the property dur- 
ing the 140 days during which ft lasted. The 
aldermen agreed to the proposition on the 
idea that if they refused the extension, all 
work rmiust of necessity stop and a lot of 
streete on the north and west sides would 
have to go unimproved this year. 
Marshall E. Sampsell, receiver for the 
Union Traction company, sent in a better 
promising that all money not absolutely need- 
ed for operating expenses should be devoted 
to betterments, and General Manager John 
M. Roach announced the work he would do 
this year if the extension were granted. 
The ordinance provided it should be the 
last extension, in a clause which instructed 
the mayor, in case the Chicago Railways 
company was still unable to accept fts ordi- 
nance on Feb. 1, to proceed at once to get 
possession of the Union Traction properties 
and turn them over to the Chicago City com- 
pany, and ordered the latter company, in this 
event, to comply at once with the contract 
in its ordinance and proceed to install and 
operate street cars on the north and west 
sides. | 

% Best Thing, Says Mayor. 
The subject was introduced in the council 
by a communication from Mayor Busse, in 
which he said that, in bis opinion, it was 
the best thing the city could do in the emer- 
geney. Then Ald. Foreman, as chairman 
of the local transportation committee, moved 
the ordinance be passed. He had read again 
the letter of Receiver Campbell, and added: 
„ The reason why an extension until Feb. 1 
is asked is because the banks acting as trus- 
tees of the various bonds say they cannot 
any sooner get the consent of the individuai 
bondholders to the plan of reorganikation, a

Turbine Steamer May Soon Wrest Blue 
Ribbon from Germany:

LONDON, Sept. 13, 3 a. m.—It is consf@ered 
certain here that the Lusitania willnot lower 
the Deu$¢hlana’s record on the trip now ap- 
proaching completion, and despite the fact 
that no transatlantic liner ever has done its 
best on its maiden voyage deep disappoint- 
ment is felt that the blue ribbon of the Atlan- 
tic still remains with a German ship. 

Expert calculations show that the Lusi- 
tanta’s average speed from the Daunt’s Rock 
lightship to noon Wednesday was 22.58 knots 
an hour, 
To equal the Deutschland's average of 23.51 
knots an hour the Lusitania from noon on 
Wednesday till its arrival at Sandy Hook 
would have had to make an average of 26.10 
knots an hour. The Nantucket report of the 
big ship’s position indicates that it failed to 


do this. 

Near End of Fast Run. 
New York, Sept. 12.—(Special.]—The mam- 
moth turbine liner Lusftania, at 9 o'clock 
tonight, was 100 miles east of the Nantucket 
lightship, which is 193 miles from Sandy 
Hook, the finishing point of the most spec- 
tacular ocean race against time undertaken 
for many years. 
The Lusitania has easily broken the Cu- 
nard record held by the Lucania, which to- 
night is trailing along 250 miles astern. 
If the Lusitania wrests the blue ribbon of 
the seas from the Hamburg-American liner 
Deutschland, the big turbiner must reach 
the bar at Sandy Hook not later than 8:40 
o'clock tomorrow morning. 


May Finish at 9 O’Clock. 
Indications tonight, however, are that the 
Lusitania will not reach the finish line until 
. between 9 and 10 o'clock. Allowing for the 
difference in time, this would make the time 
from Queenstown 5 days, 1 hour, and 25 
minutes. , ä 
The Lucania’s time for the same distance 
was 5 days, 7 hours, And 23 minutes. 

Up to 6 o’clock this evening the Lusitania 
had made an average speed of 23.86 knots an 
hour. The highest day’s run was 593 miles, 
which, it was claimed on board the Lusitania. 
established a new record fer a single day's 
run. There is some doubt as to the claim, 
however. If nautieal miles are meant the 
record of 5093 miles is still eight miles short 
of the Deutschland's best day’s run of 601 
miles, ‘ 

It is fair to state, however, that the 
Deutschland made a slow trip on its first voy- 
age. Its record of.601 miles in a single day 
was not! made until it had been in service a 
year. 
Fastest Ship Afloat. 

Still the Lusitania has proven that it is 
the fastest steamship afloat. For an un- 
limbered ship on its first trip 23.86 knots an 
hour is marvelous going. The Deutsch- 
land’s average time for the voyage across 
the Atlantic was 23.51 knots an hour. 

When it is taken into consideration that 
the original schedule of the Cunard line pro- 
vided that the new ship should get to the 
gate of the harbor at 5 o'clock, and that it 
lost two hours at the start, its trip may be 
regarded as little less than phenomenal. 
When the Lusitania arrives at the entrance 
to Ambrose channel it will wait til the tide 
has risen almost to its height before it at- 
tempts to negotiate the new fairway. It 
originally was intended that the big boat 
should come up at half tide. Later the Cunard 
line decided to take no risks whatever and to 
wait until the tide was almost flood. This 
means that the Lusitania may not reach its 
dock until 11 o'clock tomorrow forenoon, and 
perhaps later. 

Race Not on the Cards. 
Without knowing it the Lusitania has been 
racing with the French liner La Provence. 
which bas a record of 6 days 3 hours and 24 
minutes from Cherbourg. La Provence sailed 
last Saturday and M. Treyvoux, general pas- 
senger agent of the company, admitted to- 
day that the boat would endeavor to land 
its passengers in New York before the Lusi- 
tania reaches its dock. | 
The Lasitania passed La Provence and 
the White Star liner Celtic this afternoon, 


—— 


Lusitania will wait for flood tide to pass 
through the new Ambrose channel, and there- 
fore will not dock much before noon. La 
Provence, although passed by the Lusitania, 
may catch up in the long hours the Cunarder, 
with its deep draft, is waiting for the tide, 
The Provence, being of lighter draft, can pass 
through Ambrose channel witheut waiting 
for flood tide. 

The Sandy Hook pilot who will bring the 
great ship up through the new Ambrose chan- 
nel is Frank Cramer, one of the cleverest sea 
guides in the business. The pilots wanted the 
glory of bringing the big turbine in to go to- 
the man who happened to be on duty and 
whose turn it might be to take the Lusitania. 
The Cunard people, however, insisted on hav- 
ing Cramer, because he had made a study of 
the channel. 


WIRES CUT; NO GOSPEL SERVICE

mischievous cutting of the electric light wires

WIFE CRUSHES OWN GRIEF. 


Constantly at Bedside of Father-in- 


Law, Who Has Stroke.

As soon as Mrs. Hudson received the 
strange letter she telegraphed to the offices 
of the railroad company in Oakland asking 
about her husband. The reply was received 
yesterday and it said that Mr. Hudson had 
disappeared, leaving his baggage. 

A few hours later the elder-Mr. Hudson, 
who is nearly 80 years old, was seized with 
a stroke of paralysis and since has been con- 
fined to his bed, as it is believed by his phy- 
sicians, fatally fll. 

Overcome by grief and the uncertainty of 
the situation, Mrs. Hudson was compelled 
to take stimulants in order to take care of 
the sick man. After a short time, however, 
she felt strong enough to go to his bedside, 
where she has remained since. 

, In the few brief periods when the old man 
has contral of his faculties he anxiously 
inquires for his son. 

“Has Matthew got home yet?“ he has 
“asked the woman at his bedside time and. 
again. 

Go back to sleep. He'll be back soon,” 
is the reply of Mrs. Hudson. 

“It is only waiting to see his son again 
that keeps life in his body, said Mrs. Hud- 
son last evening. He is slowly dying. 
The physicians are surprised that he has 
remained alive this long.“ 


Goes West to Take Position. 

Three months ago Mr. Hudson quit the 
empioy of the Imo Central railroad to 
take a position in an official capacity with 
the Southern Pacific road in California. As 
he was unabie immediately to dispose of 
his. home in Fifty-fourth place, he decided 
to go to California alone and await the ar- 
rival of his wife and his 12 year old son. »* 

It was the first time that he had been 
away from his wife, to whom he had been 
married fifteen years, and Mrs. Hudson now 
believes that the worry of being away from 
his home and family began to tell on him 
from ‘the first day of his departure from the 
city. 

After some weeks Mr. Hudson's letters be- 
came incoherent. There were rambling 
statements about returning to his fam- 
ly and other indications that his mind 
was giving way under the strain. During 
the last week in August Mrs. Hudson wrote 
to him telling him to return home immedi-. 
ately regardless of his business, On Aug. 31. 
the last letter, which indicated that his mind 
had all but given way, was Written. 

The Chicago detective bureau was in- 
tormed of Mr. Hudson's disappearance Tues- 
day evening and Capt. O'Brien immediately 
communicated with the Oakland police. 


Glad to Get Even Body.

NEW BOND ISSUE AUTHORIZED. 


Present Limit Reached as Result of Pas- 
sage of Ordinance Fathered by 
Ald. Bennett. 


Ald. Bennett at the council meeting had 
passed an ordinance authorizing the issue of 
$2,500,000 twenty year 4 per cent corporate 
bonds, of which $1,000,000 will be aplied to 
the new city hall, $1,000,000 to water depart- 
ment improvements, and $500,000 to bridge 
construction. This will bring the city’s bond 
issues up to the present limit. 

The ordinance was passed at the special 
session for the reason that if the charter, 
which requires a referendum on bond issues, 
is adopted, no issue could be made until after 
the municipal election next spring. 

In the meantime the city will require the 
money.

The speakers of the civic federation who 
have been making pro-charter arguments to 
the men of the big manufacturing plants re- 
port that no opposition to the act isapparent 
among their auditors and that in most cases 
the workingmen are decidedly in favor of the 
measure. 

In the resolutions adopted by various labor 
unions the same sentiment is reflected andthe 
charter promoters are assured that the effect 
of the falee alarm campaign that has been 
conducted for two months has, been over- 
come. 

The various elements in the republican 
party are getting behind the measure in a 
manner to show that it has the united support 
ot᷑ the party. A pro-charter meeting was held 
last night in Gov. Deneen's home territory 
in the Thirty-first ward. 


New Issue by United Societies. 

The United Societies in their fight against 
the act have found a new issue ot conten- 
tion, this concerning the law that shall gov- 
ern the special election next Tuesday. They 
have come to the conclusion that the special 
election is a regular election and have 
announced an intention of “ prosecuting ”’ 
firms that do not give a two hours’ leaveof 
absence to all workmen who apply for it to 
vote, 

The executive committee of the organiza- 
tion at its regular meeting at the Sherman 
house last night reached this decision. It 
also rejected the resignation of Victor Sarner, 
assistant city prosecutor, and ejected him 
from the sociéty. 


Park Board Helping Charter. 

The methods being used by the south park 
commissioners in opposing the charter are 
being successful in making friends for the 
act on the north and west sides of the city 
and are not successful in making enemies on 
the south side. 

“Keep us in office,’ argue the commis- 
sioners. ‘‘If we are displaced, a political 
board will have charge of the funds and the 
interests of the public will suffer.“ 

That is the point being argued by some- 
thing like 2,000 employés of the board, many 
of them holding soft, fat political jobs, where 
they draw a maximum of pay for a minimum 
of work. These jobholders are working 
against the charter in every part of the south 
side. 

An investigation developed yesterday some 
doubt as to whether the board always has 
looked strictly after the interest¥ of the 
public. With millions of dollars at its dis- 
posal, there is a question in the minds of such 
persons as are familiar with the inner work- 
ings of the board whether the commissioners 
secured the value of every dollar that has 
passed through their hands. 


Queer Sale of Bonds. 

A south side citizen charged yesterday 
that in 1903 $2,000,000 worth of bonds were 
disposed of by the board at less than their 
par value. This bond issue Was advertised 
for sale in June of that year. No bid was 
immediately received, The printed bonds, 
with coupons attached, drew interest from 
July 1, 1908, but the president of the board. 
Henry G. Foreman, waited until Oct. 10 
before calling the board together to consider 
an offer. 

On Mr. Foreman's advice, the board ac- 
cepted a liberal

Dunne and Fisher Debate. 


Former Mayor Edward F. Dunne and Wal- 
ter L. Fisher met at night in debate on the 
charter in the forum of the Chicago Com- 
mons. They were late in starting and it was 
after midnight when they finished. 

Mr. Dunne attacked the charter chiefly as 
a partisan measure. It was the work, he 
said, of republican politicians and fake re- 
formers. | 

“ Seventy-four cards were in the deck when 
we opened the charter convention,” said he. 
“We shuffled them and found there were 
but twenty-four démocrats.”’ 

He found fault with the charter, he said, 
because the direct primary law, when it left 
the legislature, was mangled and unreaog- 
nizable and the home rule feature was nulli- 
fied by the redistricting of wards in which 
the city had no voice. Thirty-one wards 
would be republican, he claimed, under the 
new arrangement, and only nineteen demo- 
cratic. 

Mr. Dunne figured that when the legislature 
ut from the charter the compensation for 
subsidewalk space the city lost $2,365,000. 
‘He had to do a little juggling to do it—count- 
ing sidewalk space two stories deep, at the 
rate of $2 a square foot and sixteen miles 
of sidewalk in the loop district. 


Mr. Fisher’s Argument. 


Mr. Fisher made a stromg point of the fact 
that, under the new charter, it would not be 
necessary for Chicago to go to Springfield 


| every time it needed local legislation. 


Admitting that there were some defects in 
the charter, he took the position that half a 
loaf was better than none. He mentioned 
the gas bill, which wasn’t what he or Mr. 
Dunne wanted, but which had resulted in a 
reductiom of the price of gas. 

The home rule provisions of the charter,” 
Mr. Fisher declared, remain substantially 
the same as they did before it went to Spring- 
field, and it was unanimously adopted before 
it was sent down. Never will Chicago again 
have a chance tosecure such broad home rule 
powers. 

As to the argument against a smaller num- 
ber of aldermen, Mr. Fisher said that it sim- 
plified the city government and made it more 
democratic. A complex government defeat- 
ed democracy, he argued. 

Mr. Fisher said the public utility section of 
the charter could not be improved. 

Ald. William E. Dever made an anti-charter 
speech, and was answered by Frank Childs of 
the corporation counsels office. 


Boutell Upholds Charter. 


Congressman Henry S. Boutell and Harry 
F. Atwood spoke in behalf of the charter in 
North Side Turner hall in the evening. The 
large hall was crowded to standing room. 
Mr. Boutell disputed the anti-charter argu- 
ment that as a whole the new measure favors 
corporations. 

The charter provides for the making pub- 
lic of the books of corporations,“ he said. 
“This one provision alone is worth the cost 
of creating the wholecharter. Itisa greater 
step forward in the controlling of corpora- 
tions than the city has made in twenty-five 
years“ 

The anti pamphlet, issued by the Inde- 
pendence lrague, was analyzed by Congress- 
man Boutell, andsshown up as a fabrication. 
He showed the statement in the phamphlet 
that the regulation of licenses by the new 
charter is an immense departure from the 
present license laws,” was absolutely 
groundless, the new charter giving the same 
licensing power as is extended to munic- 
ipalities by the state constitution. 

This is but a sample of the utter disre- 
gard for truth embodied in this attack on the 
charter,“ said the speaker.

Companies and Operators Said to 
Be Tired of Struggle. 


SEEK A GRACEFUL WAY OUT. 


Union Official in New York Admits 


Rumor Is True. 
. 


New York, Sept. 12.— [Special.] — The strik- 
ing telegraphers were in a state of great ex- 
citement today owing to a report which was 
put in circulation to the effect that the strike 
was to be settled next Tuesday. 
Both sides, according to the report, which 
was said to come from “ @ reliable and abso- 
lutely high source, were tired of the fight 
and would like to end it gracefully in a way 
that would not look like a surrender on either 
side. 
Whatever way the strike is to end, it ap- 
peared evident today that it will not last 
much longer and that it may be called off 


any day. 

Admits Rumor Is True. 
Statements of various kinds were made by 
Strike Leader Russell and his colleagues. 
Russell disclaimed all responsibility for 
sending out the rumor, but said that it was 
true. There was a meeting of the strikers 
in the afternoon, and Russell said after- 
wards, the meeting being a secret one, that 
a standing vote was first taken on the ques- 
tion of standing out until they gained their 
demands, and all stood up. Then a vote was 
taken on the question of remaining out two 
weeks longer on the chance of compromising 
the demands, and all stood up again. 
Belvidere Brooks, eastern superintendent 
of the Western Union company, said that any 
reports of a possible compromise or settle- 
ment with the strikers were absolutely false. 


Denies Wire Trouble Story. 
Supt. Cook stamped as false the story that 
his company’s wires had been crippled by 
striking operators and as a result had caused 
serious delays in the sending of messages 
Wednesday night. He stated that the com- 
pany did experience considerable wire 
trouble Wednesday night as a result ofa 
big storm in Pennsylvania and other eastern 
states. He declared it looked like a trick on 
the part of the strikers to make the public 
believe the company was unable to take tare 
of its business. 

The striking operators were equally per- 
sistent in denying that strikers had inter- 


company and caused a. crippling of the 
service. 

More than $6,000 was paid in strike benefits 
to striking operators at Brand's hall during 
the day. 

At the meeting in Brand’s hall in the after- 
noon Miss Jane Addams was the principal 
speaker. She declared public sentiment was 
strongly in favor of the strikers and urged 
the striking operators to stand by their union 
in the struggle with the companies.

Mrs. Chambers declared her 


LOUIS A. GOURDAIN INSANE 


Man Who Tried to Break Into 
Prison Is on Way to Asylum. 


SENTENCED FROM THIS CITY. 


Queer Clash with Lawyers After Cope 
viction for Running Lottery. 


Louis A. Gourdain, formerly of Chicago and 
known throughout the United States because 
of his frantic efforts to break into the peni- 
tentiary, has been pronounced insane in At- 
lanta. He is now on his way from that city 
to the government asylum for criminal in- 
sane at Washington, where he will serve the 
remainder of his five year sentence for using 
the mails to defraud. 

‘Physicians now declare their belief that 
Gourdain has been insane since before his 
conviction. His mania is still a desire to be 
incarcerated in the penitentiary. He believes 
he is free and is being cheated out of his dear- 
est wish by the machinations of his lawyers. 


Insisted on Serving Sentence. 

Gourdain was president of the Imperial 
bank in Chicago. He wae convicted of op- 
erating a lottery disguised as an oil land in- 
vestment company and was sentenced to 
serve five years in the penitentiary. He de- 
clared he never would appeal, but would 
serve his sentence. His lawyers appealed 
the case against his wishes. Then Gourdain 
startled the country by racing back and forth 
between Washington, Chicago, and New 
York ina mad effort to persuade some federal! 
judge to send him to prison. 


Threatened to Build Own Prison. 

When it seemed probable the law would 
not put him in prison he threatened to build 
& penitentiary of hig own across the road 
from the prison in Joliet. He negotiated the 
purchase of a tract of land in Joliet and had 
an architect draw the plan of hig private 
penal institution. He proposed to have a 
warden and guards of his own and to gerv2 
his five years behind his own stone walls. 
Another of his threats was that he would 
give away his fortune, buy a ship, and, with 
his family on board, sail away and scuttle 
the vessel in midocean. 

The fight ot his lawyers availed nothing 
and a year and a half ago Gourdain was 
sent to the penitentiary at Jollet.

Of course, I ha ve nothing but 
the reports of the men to base my assertions 
on,.but I am convinced there was no neglect, 
and know that as seon as the news of the 
accident was received at headquarters ex- 
plicit orders were sent out to care for the 
injured first, if there were any. 

The accident was due to the motorman 
disobeying orders in rounding the curve at 
too high speed. There was no intention of 
concealing any facts in connection with the 
affair, andI am unable to understand why the 
information. was withheld from the police, if 
what you say is true. We don't like these 
accidents any better than the public does, but 
even eternal vigilance will not entirely pre- 
vent them, and all we can do is be thankful 
they are no worse.“

‘AND ROUT MOORS. 


Gen. Brude Leads Swift Attack 
on Arab Camp, Destroys It, 
and Chases Natives. 


SHARP FIGHT IN HILIS, 


Tribesmen Fight Gallantly, Led 
by Red Caid,” but Are Seat- 
tered with Heavy Loss. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

CASABLANCA, Sept. 12.—The captive bal 
loon used by the French to observe the pos! 
tions of the Moors discovered a Moorish 
camp of 600 tents at Taddert, in the hills, 
about six miles from Casablanca, and a 
French detachment marched out yesterday, 
sheiled the camp, set fire to the tents, and 
dislodged the tribesmen with heavy loss. 

"he French loss was small. 

The French marched out at 6 in the morn- 
ing in two columns of six companies each, 
with two batteries of field artillery, four 
mountain guns, and cavalry. Gen. Drude 
was in personal command. 

The march was skillfully carried out under 
the cover of a fog until half way to Taddert, 
when the fog lifted and disclosed the enemy. 
The troops charged several large bards of 
the enemy at the point of the bayonet, and 
although the Moors resisted with their old 
time courage they were finally compelled to 
retreat in the: face of a superior force, and 
both of the columns of allied troops advanced 
on Taddert. f 5 


„Red Caid“ Fights Gallantly. 

The red caid, who behaved so gallantly 
in the attack of Aug. 21, again distinguished 
himself. Gathering a few of his bravest men 
together, he attacked the French right, but 
the advance was delayed only a few minutes. 

The Moors endeavored to employ their now 
familiar tactics of circling rapidly in front 
of the advancing troops, with the object of 
cutting off and surrounding a section of the 
allied force, but the attempt utterly failed to- 
day, largely on account of the rapid advance 
of the two independent columns, whose 
movements seemed to puzzle the Moors and 
made them believe that a trap was laid for 
them. 

When the tirailleurs reached the crest of a 
ridge and looked down at Taddert and the 
enemy’s camp for the first time they could 
hardly be restrained, but the advance was 
checked at this point to allow reinforcements 
from the second line to come up, and then the 
whole force swept forward over the low 


ground. 
Moors Routed; Camp Burned. 

The enemy made a show of resistancé, but 
the artillery and the warship Gloire shelled 
nem from their position. The tirailleurs and 
the foreign legion rushed the last crest. On 
an immense plain lay the tents of the Arabs, 
who were streaming out at the back, making 
for the high ground in the rear. 

Under the fire of every gun that could be 
brought to bear, again the infantry rushed 
forward, this time among the tents. Oneim- 
mense square was formed around the tents. 
which had been set on fire, and in haif an hour 
all that remained of Taddert were heaps of 
smoking débris. 

The amount of the French Igss is uncertain, 
but it must have been extrefnely small, for 
the men were spread out over a huge front. 
The French probably will continue to ad- 
vance and try to prevent a fresh concentra- 
tion. 

When the Moors saw their camp in flames 
they set fire to all the farms and woods they 
could reach, and soon the country surround- 
ing Taddert was covered with smoke and 
flames.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—Stephano Leduc, an 


: eminent professor in the school of medicine 


at Nantes, has discovered a method caus- 

ing electric sleep which it is claimed will re- 

place chloroform and other anesthetics in 

all surgical operations. The discovery pro- 

ceeded from a study of the effect of intermit- | 
tent currents and from the knowledge that 

the skull and brain offer but little resistance 

to electric currents. 


Electrodes Applied to Skull. 

For a human being a current of thirty-fiye 
volts is applied intermittently in full strength 
tor minute fractions of a second. Two : 
electrodes are applied to the skull in a spe- 
cial manner, the points of application being 
first carefully shaved. 

Leduc has made scores of experiments on 
dogs and himself and all were successful. 


Advantages Pointed Out. 

The advantages of the electric sleep are 
said to be numerous. Anzsthesia by chloro- 
form, morphine, or ether is disagreeable, al- 
ways dangerous, and often has proved fatal, 
while the awakening is painful. 

During the electric sleep the patient is 
perfectly quiet and the awakening occurs 
as soon as the electrodes are withdrawn. 
The sensations after the operation are quite 
agreeable. The mind appears to work more 
clearly and more rapidly and there is a sense 
of increased physical vigor. 

The last circumstance led Prof. Leduc to 
use his brain electrization for Cases of nerv- 
ous exhaustion and even ordinary fatigue 
and moral depression with wonderful re- 
sults. Incidentally the scientist asserts that 
the applieation in a certain manner of his 
special current will electrocute a subject in 
an absolutely painless manner, gentle sleep 
being followed by gradual! but certain death. 


STATISTICS SHOW 19,144 DEAD 
IN THE RUSS DISTURBANCES. 


Death Sentences Carried Out Number 
2,381-—-1,350 Prisoners Committed 
Suicide—83 High Officials Slain. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 12.—The Slovo 
today published statistics regarding the rev- 
olutionary movement, prepared by the noted 
Russian statistician, Dr. Zhdankoff, whereby 
the total number of victims of the dramatic 
epidemic "’ is placed at 47,020, of whom 19,144 
were killed. It is further shown that 2,381 
sentences of death were carried out, that 
1,350 prisoners committed suicide, and that 
21,405 persons were wounded. 

The largest loss of life, 12,953, resulted from 
encounters with the soldiers or police. The 
anti-Jewish riots numbered 7,962 and there 
were 4,540 anti-Armenian riots and 2,193 mu- 
tinies. The agrarian disorders were compar- 
atively insignificant, only 533. ahe revolu- 
tionists assassinated SS generals or govern- 
ors, 61 prefects, and 8,079 officials of various 
ranks.

HAZARDOUS TRIP FOR THE CZAR. 


Yacht Which Ran on Rocks Was Navi- 
gating Almost Uncharted Waters 
at Amazing Speed of 14 Knots.

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 12.—The Russian 
imperial yacht Standart, which went ashore 
yesterday afternoon near Hoerso, at the 
mouth of the gulf of Finland, is still on the 
rocks. The czar and his family have been 
taken off by the dispatch boat Asia. All are 
well. 

The Standart_was going at a speed of four- 
teen knots when it struck. This is amazing, 
considering that the waters it was navigat- 
ing are practically almost uncharted, and the 
entrance of a big vessel like the Standart was 
hazardous. Divers report that the Standart 
has two large rents, one forty-two feet long.

IN GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT. 


Wisconsin Leaders Advocate Policy 
Which Will Improve Thoroughfares 
of Badger State. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
The advocacy of the policy of national and 
state aid for good roads throughout Wis- 
consin was the slogan at the organization 
of the state good roads convention at the 
Wisconsin state fair today. Fully 2,000 farm- 
ers of the state listened to the arguments 
of the speakers and cheered the utterances 
asking for better roads. At a meeting held 
tonight permanent organization was effected 
and committees appointed to lay out the 
work.

A paper prepared by Dr. P. M Rix: y. sur- 
geon general of the United States navy, and

tropics than all other diseases combined. 

Regarding the belief that mosquitoes are 
tolely responsible for the spread of malaria, 
Dr. Rixey declared that at Samoa, where 
the sailors are frequently bitten by mos- 
quitoes, no malarial diseases are reported on 
board ship, although common among the na- 
tives. He explained that the sailors stationed 
at Samoa drink cistilled water.

COPPER STOCKS HIT TOBOGGAN; 
SURPLUS 250,000,000 POUNDS 


Tremendous Overproduction Forces 
Amalgamated to Plan Shutdown at 
Butte—Market Price Crumbles. 


New York, Sept. 12.—A crisis in the copper 

situation, due to a deadlock between the 
producer and the consumer, has resulted in 
a tremendous overproduction of the metal 
and the Amalgamated Copper company, the 
largest producer of copper in this country, 
will soon shut down its mines in and about 
Butte, Mont. 
' Amalgamated stock fell over 4 points on 
the stock exchange when the news became 
known, and the shares of the company sold 
down to $60.25, which is 61 points under the 
high record price of the year. 

It is said that the suspension at the Butte 
mines wil throw 10,000 men out of work. 

The Amalgamated Copper company, along 
with other copper companies, has been pil- 
ing up a large surplus of copper for several 
months, and it is authoritatively stated that 
there is a surplus of 250,000,000 pounds of 
refined copper in the United States. The 
selling price of copper has been steadily re- 
duced in the copper markets of the world, 
but the consumer has steadfastly declined to 
purchase except when needs were pressing. 
The official price for copper has been low- 
ered from 25 cents to 18 cents a pound by 
the United Metals Selling company. There 
were reports in the financial district this aft- 
ernoon that certain banks have declined to 
carry any more copper meta! in their loans. 

How long it will take to dispose of the 
vast surplus of copper is problematical, and 
cannot be determined until a price for the 
metal has been reached, which will cause 
beavy buying. When work at the mines is 
resumed there may be a readjustment of the 
wage scale, which was put into effect some 
time ago when copper was selling over 20 
cents a pound. The miners agreed that if 
the price of copper fell below 20 cents they 
would agree to a reduction in wages. 


GUARD CHILD FROM BLACK HAND 


Pennsylvania Business Man Employs 
Five Chicago Detectives as Re- 
sult of Threats. 


Sharon, Pa., Sept. 12.—[{Special.]—Meyer 
Routman, a business man of this city, has 
brought five Pinkerton detectives here from 
Chicago, two of whom will guard his daugh- 
ter, Alma, aged 5-years, constantly day and 
night. In the last two weeks Routman has 
received seven notices alleged to have been 
written by Black Hand society members, 
each stating that unless he deposited $500 
under the left hand corner of his portico and 
left it there until it could be obtained by the 
members of the Black Hand, his daughter 
would be kidnaped.

Phone Stock Drops Four Points 
in Fear of Council Action. 


COPPER MINES ARE CLOSED. 


Amalgamated Will Shut Down at 
Butte Camp—Too Much on Hand. 


Chicago Telephone stock was weak yester- 
day. The price dropped from 110 to 106. 
This latter is around the low figure which 
was made a short time ago, when the pros- 
pects of the telephone ordinance received a 
setback. The trading was not large, total 
sales amounting to ö shares. The market 
closed half an hour before the city council 
convened, but the course of prices was 
taken to indicate doubt on the part of friends 
of the ordinance that it would be favorably 
acted on at the council meeting. 

Swift & Co. shares and Chicago Subway 
stock both worked lower in sympathy ap- 
parently with the New York market. The 
remainder of the list offered no features of 
consequence with the exception of Kansas 
City Railway and Light common, which 
sold at 48. This compares with the price 
of 64 some months ago. However, weak- 
ness has been general in all securities, and 
Kansas City common is merely working 
sympathetically lower. 


Amalgamated)to Close Mines,

on the preferred stock. 

“If your company is able today to run its 
plants to their maximum capacity without 
the need of any borrow money, andif the 
earnings for the year just ended are about 
three times the amount necessary to pay the 
full 6 per cent dividend om the preferred 
stock, do you not think that the company has 
reached the point where dividends should be 
resumed? In other words, is it fair longer 
to force the stockholders of your company 
to lend you money without interest? If the 
decision of your board should be against the 
payment of dividends at this time or against 
the consideration of the subject will you 
not make public or give us, for the benefit of 
the stockholders Whom we represent, the 
reasons for such action? 

“The above request for consideration is 
made with full knowledge of that article in 
your bylaws which states that the dates for 
the declaration of dividends shall be those 
of the regular meetings of the board of di- 
rectors in the months of April, July, October, 
una January in each year. The widespread 
interest, however, among stockholders of 
your company at the present time as to the 
probability of their having some return on 
their investment should justify your making 
some definite statement at this time.“

Gary Predicts Tight Money. 

E. H. Gary, chairman of the board of di- 
rectors of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion is quoted as saying, concerning the finan- 
cia] situation abroad: 

There seems to be plenty of money in 
France available for American investment, 
but there seems to be some distrust of the 
United States, owing to the fact that the 
president's policy towards corporations is 
not understood over there.

New York interests in Union Traction are 
willing to admit their reorganization plan 
was something of a bluff and that they 
will hasten to modify it.
